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Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 4/9/2007 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

2. With regard to Applicant's assertion that, if Maurille was combined with Jindal, 
the "first and second instances would be distinct and would have no relation to each 
other 3 ' (emphasis added) (Page 2 of Remarks), the Examiner respectfully disagrees. 
Each of the instances are of the same "load-balanced application", and may be 
assigned a particular client based on their load (at least Col 2, Lines 47-67). Identical 
copies of the same application are clearly "related" to each other. The very purpose of 
having multiple instances is to allow multiple servers to appear to a user as a single 
large server. 

3. Applicant's drawing of the hypothetical Maurille-Jindal combination is incomplete, 
making it appear to differ from the claimed invention. A more accurate drawing of the 
hypothetical Maurille-Jindal combination is presented below: 
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4. The first application instance establishes an application session between a first 
party and the application server (server 1). The page is generated in the first application 
instance, and sent to the second party browser. The page contains instructions that 
cause the browser to request interruption of the present application session between 
the second party and the second application instance. 

5. The Examiner would like to note that it appears Applicant may have intended to 
claim the first application instance and second application instance running on the same 
physical server. However, the claims do not specify the location of the "another 
application instance" in line 15 of claim 1.
